ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  T[KAltTf[. 


It  is  again  my  duty  to  present  my  annual  report. 

I am  expected  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  give 
a geographical  outline  of  the  district  and  I therefore  write  a 
resume  of  my  previous  reports. 

The  district  is  about  nineteen  miles  wide  by  fourteen  miles 
North  to  South.  The  river  Hodder  runs  through  its  centre, 
and  the  river  Ribble  marks  its  course  from  a point  at  Nappa  to 
Swan  Side  Brook  foot.  From  this  point  the  district  is  on  the 
right  hand  side  of  the  river  for  some  seven  or  eight  miles  to  the 
meeting  of  the  waters  (Ribble  and  Hodder)  at  Hodder  foot. 
This  is  the  Mytton  domain.  As  the  Hodder  runs  through  the 
centre  of  this  district,  it  is,  with  its  various  tributaries  the  chief 
means  of  drainage  and  water  supply. 
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POPULATION. 

I consider  the  population  to  be  about  the  same  as  for 
many  years.

The  marked  difference  in  the  Gisburn  population  is 
because  Grindleton  was  added  in  the  year  1902 

There  is  very  little  pollution  in  either  the  Ribble  or  the 
Hodder.  Salmon  and  Sea  Trout  spawn  in  great  numbers  from 
July  to  November,  according  to  the  floods  and  condition  of 
waters.  Again  this  year  1909,  will  be  remembered  by  fishermen 
because  of  the  great  number  of  fresh  run  fish,  of  course  the 
orndinary  brown  trout  is  indigenous  to  both  rivers. 

The  Lancashire  & Yorkshire  Railway  enters  the  district 
at  a point  near  Twistle  Bridge,  Rimington,  and  so  on  past 
Neweholme,  which  is  a distance  of  about  eight  miles. 

The  district  has  an  immense  acreage,  it  is  well  wooded 
in  the  valley  on  both  the  Slaidburn  and  Waddington  Fell  side. 

Whitewell,  Newton  and  Slaidburn  being  especially 
picturesque,  as  also  are  the  Mytton,  Waddington  and  Sawley 
Townships.  Hundreds  of  Tourists  from  all  parts  of  Lancas- 
hire visir  the  district  in  the  summer  time. 

There  are  vast  tracts  of  Moor  lands.  The  chief  employ- 
ment is  agriculture.  The  making  of  butter  and  cheese, 
together  with  the  Tearing  of  young  stock.  Latterly  however, 
where  farms  are  conveniently  situated,  milk  is  sent  away  in 
very  large  quantities.  We  have  now  seventy-three  farmers  who 
send  to  various  towns  in  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire,  more 
especially  the  former,  because  of  the  easy  railway  accommod- 
ation. 
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The  acreage  of  the  whole  district  is  83,343,  the  Slaid- 
burn  district  covering  more  than  half. 

TEMPERATURE. 

The  mean  temperature  taken  at  Stonyhurst  Observatory 
is  about  46'9  and  the  mean  annual  rainfall  is  about  477. 

YEAR  BOOK. 

A useful  Year  Book  is  compiled  by  your  Clerk,  Mr. 
Thos.  Eastham,  for  reference  both  as  to  rateable  values  and 
general  information, 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

This  is  joint  with  the  Eorongh  of  Clitheroe  and  the 
Lancashire  Rural  Council,  and  was  put  up  some  years  ago,  as 
yet  we  have  not  had  occasion  to  use  it  in  a single  instance. 
You  are  aware,  this  was  to  be  a Smallpox  Isolation  Hospital. 

OVERCROWDING. 

We  have  no  cases  of  overcrowding,  or  new  buildinge. 
No  common  lodging  houses,  but  we  have  no  Building  bye-laws. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

It  is  here  that  I should  like  to  allude  to  the  immense 
Milk  traffic  from  the  Bowland  District. 

I find  that  not  less  than  3000  gallons  of  milk  is  sent  away 
by  the  L.  & Y.  Railway  Co.,  to  various  towns  every  day. 

With  regard  to  this  matter  my  Inspector  has  given  in- 
structions to  the  farmers  as  to  the  requirements  of  the  Dairies, 
Cowsheds  and  Workshops  Order,  and  of  the  Regulations 
thereunder,  and  notices  have  been  issued  as  to  care  of  milk  and 
milking. 
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CATTLE. 

Cattle  should  not  be  able  to  drink  the  water  from  stag- 
nant pools  or  dirty  ditches.  Such  pools  should  be  railed  off  or 
guarded,  and  the  cattla  should  be  able  to  get  at  and  have  a 
perfectly  pure  supply  regularly. 


As  you  know  most  of  the  Shippons  and  Buildings  in  our 
district  are  low  and  cramped  for  room.  The  great  object  of 
the  farmer  of  old  was  to  keep  the  cows  warm,  and  if  this  was 
attained  they  seemed  to  be  satisfied  and  so  things  went  on. 
Much  has  been  done  so  far  as  cleanliness  is  concerned.  Floors 
have  been  cemented,  yards  have  been  improved,  and  covered 
drains  opened  out,  but  alas,  even  these  in  many  cases  would 
scarcely  bear  inspection. 


The  most  important  need  of  every  farmer  when  he  takes 
possession  is  that  he  should  have  good  and  well  built  shippons 
where  there  is  not  only  sufficient  air  space  and  light,  but  the 
best  possible  means  of  ventilation,  and  above  all  that  there 
should  be  a perfectly  pure  water  supply,  as  well  as  the  most 
sanitary  method  of  carrying  off  the  same,  so  that  the  troughs 
be  easily  and  regularly  cleaned  and  the  yards  flushed.  The 
next  most  important  matter  is  that  the  drainage  about  the 
shippons  and  outhouses  should  be  above  suspicion.  I write  this 
because  in  my  opinion,  Milk,  of  all  foods,  is  the  most  important, 
and  although  produced  day  by  day,  there  is  nothing  which  is  so 
quickly  contaminated  when  exposed  to  the  air  or  left  uncovered 
and  unprotected,  indeed,  we  are  bound  to  admit,  and  to-day  it 
is  a recognized  psycological  fact  that  both  the  Tuberculous  and 
Typhoid  Bacilli  can  be  innocently  carried  in  milk  and  so 
conveyed  to  the  human  being. 
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Hence  the  necessity  of  all  the  requirements  as  to 
the  conditions  of  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  order  being  properly 
carried  out  and  strictly  adhered  to. 

At  present,  power  is  provided  to  at  once  stop  the 
public  sale  of  milk  where  there  are  certain  infringements  of 
the  Dairy  and  Cowshed  Order  and  other  enactments. 

Indeed  it  is  feared  that  a recent  epidemic  of  the  latter 
disease  was  traced  to  supplies  of  milk  from  one  of  the  farms 
in  my  district. 

Now  I strongly  advise  every  farmer  to  see  that 
these  suggestions  are  attended  to,  and  that  he  should  put 
everything  in  ship-shape,  for  it  is  very  Hkely  that  ere  long 
the  power  of  dealing  with  this  matter  will  be  taken  away  from 
us.  It  is  the  intention  that  County  Councils  shall  take  over 
this  part  of  our  work  (and  I think  properly  so  too),  then  the 
things  that  are  wrong  will  have  to  be  righted,  and  at  once  put 
in  order.  There  will  be  no  mincing  of  matters,  no  promises 
given,  or  explanations  taken,  indeed,  even  now,  in  this  trade  if 
your  buildings  and  premises  do  not  conform  with  the  laws  of 
the  Order  penalties  can  be  enforced  until  the  Authorities  are 
satisfied. 

All  the  Cowsheds  and  Shippons  are  in  fair  Sanitary 
condition  and  are  regularily  limewashed.  Handbills  as 

supplied  by  the  County  Council  have  been  sent  to  all  Milk 
Sellers. 

FOOD. 

I consider  this  has  been  good.  We  have  had  no  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  reported.  There  has  been  no  diseased  meat 
offered  for  sale,  and  the  slaughterhouses  are  as  clean  as  you 
can  expect,  being  buildings  of  old  style. 

In  summer  the  sale  of  fish  is  not  always  above  suspicion 
— as  it  has  to  be  hawked  long  distances  before  being  sold.

DISINFECTING  APPARATUS. 

Scf’  far  there  has  been  no  necessity  for  one,  infected 
articles  have  been  burnt  outright. 

FACTORIES. 

There  are  three  Factories,  one  Tannery,  one  Bakery,  and 
twenty-three  Workshops. 

Of  the  three  Cotton  Mills  two  are  at  Grindleton,  one  of 
which  has  been  closed  the  whole  of  the  year,  and  the  other  some 
part  of  it 

Steam  and  Water  power  is  used  in  all  cases,  turbines 
being  fixed  in  each  because  of  the  excellence  of  water  supply 

The  West  Bradford  Mill  gives  regular  employment  to 
about  fifty  people  It  is  under  strict  supervision,  and  in  a good 
position,  the  arrangements  are  good,  and  the  sanitary  condition 
excellent  Electricity  is  used  for  lighting  purposes 

A register  of  Workshops  is  kept  by  your  Clerk  and  the 
Nuisance  Inspector 

SEWAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Waddington  Sewage  is  working  satisfactory  now, 
Grindleton  has  not  yet  begun  its  scheme.  Where  there  has  been 
complaints  at  any  farm  Mr.  Burrows  has  advised,  and  improve- 
ments made  as  far  as  possible. 

The  pail  system  is  generally  adopted,  and  night  soil 
regularly  removed  and  spread  on  the  land. 

There  is  a public  scavenger  at  Waddington,  Bolton-by- 
Bowland  but  not  yet  at  Grindleton;

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

This  is  notified  from  various  Medical  Men  in  the  district. 
I visit  and  advise, — issne  a red  Circular,  and  the  Sanitary 
Officer  supplies  disinfectants,  and  afterwards  pays  personal 
attention  in  all  cases.  Fumigation  and  disinfectants  being 
resorted  to. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

I consider  fairly  good  all  round.  Waddington,  I have 
frequently  reported  on,  and  if  the  upper  sources  of  the  brook 
are  protected  from  pollution — it  is  the  best  thing  they  can  do 
until  a new  scheme  is  adopted.  Grindleton  and  West  Bradford 
are  supplied  from  the  Clitheroe  Corporation,  Gisburn  has  its 
own,  and  a satisfactory  supply.  Bolton-bv-Bowland  is  now 
completed  and  so  far  satisfactory.  At  most  farms  there  is  a 
fair  supply,  at  some  others  much  is  necessary.  Cheetal  farm, 
Monibent  and  Carter  Lane  I find  are  still  unattended  to.  It  is 
very  important,  and  my  Inspector  and  myself  mean  to  visit 
every  farm  in  the  district  during  the  coming  year.  Many  of  the 
farms  in  the  Mytton  district  are  now  also  supplied  from  the 
Clitheroe  Corporation.  A new  supply  is  now  to  be  laid  down 
to  Smithies  Bridge  Farm. 

The  supply  to  the  Waddington  and  West  Bradford  Schcol 
is  now  laid,  it  is  and  will  be  much  appreciated. 

SCHOOLS  AND  SCHOOL  CLOSING. 

It  was  necessary  to  close  the  School  at  Slaidburn  because 
of  Measles. 

This  was  reported  to  me  on  May  18th,  on  the  14th  of 
May  I visited  the  School  and  found  that  there  was  83  Children 
out  of  69  in  attendance.  Some  were  showing  signs  of  sickness 
so  I at  once  resolved  to  close  the  School  until  June  2nd. 
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On  November  12th  on  account  of  a letter  from  Mr. 
Milford,  I saw  the  Schoolmistress  of  Paythorne.  There  had 
been  some  cases  of  Mumps  for  a week  or  two,  now  Measles  broke 
out.  On  the  morning  of  the  8th  there  were  eleven  children  in 
attendance,  eight  in  i.he  afternoon.  On  the  9th  three  children 
were  in  attendance,  and  on  the  10th  only  one  child  turned  up.  I 
at  once  closed  until  X’mas,  also  writing  to  the  County  Council 
and  Local  Government  Board. 

In  June  and  July  of  this  year  there  were  several  cases  of 
Diphtheria  at  Waddington,  all  did  well,  and  there  was  no 
occasion  to  close. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  weather  was  very  in- 
clement, which  accounts  for  the  varied  attendance  at  schools,  if 
a child  happens  to  be  absent  because  of  sickness  of  any  Kind, 
mothers  are  apt  to  keep  their  children  at  home  for  a few  days 
until  the  scare  is  past.  In  most  cases  however  where  children 
have  to  walk  long  distances  the  parents  exercise  their  authority, 
children  are  kept  at  home  (properly  so  to)  and  thus  the  attend- 
ance at  most  country  schools  is  very  changeable. 

At  Slaidburn  the  Yards  and  Closets  have  been  much  im- 
proved. The  Yard  is  well  drained,  levelled  up,  and  covered  with 
gravel. 

The  Closets  are  now  much  better,  two  are  already  on  the 
pail  system,  and  the  two  old  ones,  (which  was  very  objectionable) 
have  also  to  be  put  on  this  system.  Disinfectants  for  these 
closets  (perforated  tins)  are  regularly  supplied.  The  Cloak  Room 
was  not  finished  on  the  date  of  my  visit. 

In  September  a case  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  Bolton- 
by-Bowland,  in  this  case,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  infection 
arose  from  children  who  were  actually  attending  school  while 
peeling*  It  appears  that  these  children  had  been  ill  during  the 
hay  month,  there  had  been  no  Medical  attention,  no  report,  and 
no  suspicion  of  Scarlet  Fever,  thus  the  parents  had  innooently 
allowed  their  children  to  attend  sohool  before  complete  desquam- 
ation had  taken  place.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  were  30  cases  reported  to  me,  as  against  12  of  last 
year.  20  Scarlet  Fever,  5 Diphtheria,  4 Typhoid,  1 Erysipelas, 
of  which  there  were  in

After  all  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  old  clothes,  toys  and 
books  were  burnt,  the  rooms  fumigated  and  the  sheets  and 
blankets  washed  in  disinfectant  solutions.

This  gives  an  average  of  113  for  the  last  ten  years. 
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DEATHS  &c. 

There  were  59  Deaths  in  the  whole  district,  as  compared 
with  73  last  year  and  56  in  1907. 

33  of  these  were  Males  and  26  Females. 

This  gives  a Death  Rate  of  11-2  per  1000  per  annum  as 
compared  with  13-9  of  last  year  and  10-69  for  1907. 

For  other  years  vide  Table  II. 

29  cases  were  in  persons  of  over  65  years,  and  many  very 
old. 


There  wore  four  Deaths  in  Public  Institutions  of  persons 
who  belonged  to  this  district,  one  being  the  young  fellow  who  was 
shot  at  Gisburn.  Two  of  these  died  at  Clitheroe  Workhouse,  one 
Blackburn  Infirmary,  one  Manchester.

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  were  six  Deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year,  as  com- 
pared with  ten  last  year  and  five  1907,  which  gives  a Birth  Rate 
of  58-2  of  every  1000  children  born.  Vide  Table 

The  low  Infantile  Death  Rate,  is  because  as  a rule  the 
parents  are  healthy,  and  the  children  are  breast  fed  were  possible. 

There  was  only  one  Death  from  Infectious  Disease,  and 
that  was  in  a delicate  youth,  aged  ten,  who  succumbed  before 
receiving  treatment,  or  case  verified.

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  attended  to  all  cases  of 
Nuisance,  and  as  he  is  regularly  in  all  parts  of  the  district, 
the  cases  are  soon  reported. 

I append  his  report. 

The  other  Tables  as  required  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  are  attached. 

The  one  for  the  Chief  Inspector  is  almost  nil  and  formal, 
as  there  are  only  two  Mills  in  my  district. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  district  was  remarkably  free 
from  sickness,  we  h&d  no  continued  epidemic,  and  the  Typhoid 
cases  reported  sometime  since  were  convalescent.

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NUISANCE  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 


I herewith  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  past 

year. 

At  the  time  of  writing  there  are  72  farmers  who  are  now 
selling  milk  from  within  the  area  of  Bowland  Rural  District. 

The  milk  in  all  cases  is  sent  away  by  train  into  the  Bolton, 
Manchester  and  Southport  Districts,  with  the  exception  of  about 
three  which  go  to  Nelson,  and  one  in  Clitheroe  and  Waddington. 

Taking  the  Cowsheds  and  Water  Supply  on  the  whole,  to 
all  the  farms  where  milk  is  sent  from,  are  in  fairly  good  order 
and  not  much  cause  for  complaint. 

We  hate  six  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district,  and  three 
out  of  these  are  registered,  the  one  at  Slaidburn  is  not  in  a sat- 
isfactory condition,  but  the  owner  intends  building  a new  one 
at  Newton.  All  the  Butchers  in  the  district  kill  nothing  but 
good  meat. 

All  carcases  from  farms  &c.,  for  slaughter,  are  sent  away 
by  train  to  Blackburn  and  other  towns  which  are  of  a doubtful 
character. 

There  has  been  15  Slopstone  Drains  dis-connected  and 
trapped  during  the  past  year,  and  all  Nuisances  reported  during 
the  year  have  been  carried  out. 

The  Water  Supply  to  the  village  of  Bolton-by-Bowland 
has  been  carried  out  during  the  past  year,  and  the  water  laid  on 
to  the  houses,  and  is  now  satisfactory. 
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There  has  been  nothing  done  with  regard  to  Scavenging 
the  village  of  Grindleton,  and  the  provision  of  a tip  for  ashes 
and  other  refuse  is  still  in  abeyance. 

Disinfectants  have  been  freely  supplied  where  requested 
both  to  schools  and  places  where  any  Infectious  Diseases  have 
been  reported. 

Scavenging  has  been  carried  out  satisfactory  in  the 
villages  of  Bolton-by-Bowland  and  Waddington,  I have  had  no 
complaints  from  either  place  during  the  past  year. 

At  the  time  of  writing  our  District  Council  have  uuder 
consideration  Building  Bye-Laws,  which  will  no  doubt  prove  a 
benefit  for  the  district  when  adopted.
